My dear Flock: 

The magazine “Information” 
relates, in brief, the story of a 
unique conversion. : 

A non-Catholic in North Caro- 
lina, where the Catholic popula- 
tion is very sparse, had a par- 
ticular liking for the cross, and 
erected one over her home. She 
and her family are now Catho- 
lics, and that same cross now 
tops a chapel which is connected 
with her house. Here is the 
story as told in Information: 

A few years ago Mr. and Mrs. 

J. B. Lay, of Dallas, North Caro- 
lina, were building their home. 
Mrs. Lay decided on a cross 
above the street door. This seem- 
ed a strange choice, for the cross 
seldom appears outside buildings 
that are not Catholic churches, 
and the Lays were not Catholics. 
A year ago the Lays and a next- 
door neighbor were received into 
the Church. Then they built an 
extension to their house to serve 
as a chapel, and last October 
the room was dedicated as St. 
Vincent’s Chapel, to serve the 

Catholics of Dallas with Mass. 

The cross over the doorway now 

has a consecrated purpose. 

One of our own priests told 
me on the occasion of Confirma- 
tion that a lady member of the 
class was converted in this 
strange way: . 

She was talking with a friend 
at the corner of a street when 
she saw on the sidewalk a page 
torn out of a little book. She 
picked it up, placed it in her 
purse, and upon her return 
home lifted it out of the purse 
to read it. It was a page from a 
Catholic prayerbook, which con- 
tained the Our Father and Hail 
Mary. She had been familiar, of 
course, with the Our Father, but

The volume contains a foreword 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
and an introduction by the editor, 
Henry Smith Leiper, and is di- 
vided into seven sections, Conti- 
nental Europe, the British Com- 
monwealth, the Orthodox East, 
the Far East, the Americas, Af- 
rica, and Ecumenical Christianity. 


Contributors generally recognize 
the danger to Christian belief and 
practice resulting from the war 
and the advance of materialism, 
although a few of the writers ap- 
pear less concerned with this dan- 
ger and the need of cooperation 
among the churches to meet it, and 
more concerned with fear of an 
hostility toward the Catholic 
Church. 


Dr. Walter M. Horton, Fairchild 
professor of theology at the Ober- 
lin Graduate School of Theology, 
like other contributors, sees the 
rising tide of secularism in the 
United States as the great danger 
confronting Christian life. 


“Not the threat to our Protes- 
tant liberties from Catholicism or 
Communism, whose hostility to our 
principles is real enough,” he 
writes, “but the threat from a 
gradually secularized. culture, 
which we had supposed under our 
dominating influence, which in- 
stead was steadily moving toward 
the point where it would begin to 
serve other gods and defy the God 
of our fathers—that was and is 
the great danger.” 

Of Yugoslavia under the Tito re- 
gime, D. J. Shoukletovich, dean of 
the Serbian Orthodox Church of 
St. Sava, New York, notes that 
while some of the churches have 
come out of the chaos intact and 
are today open to the faithful, who 
flock to them in great numbers, 
still religion is persecuted on every 
hand, the intention of the authori- 
ties being evidently “to eradicate 
religion among the Serbian peo- 
ple.” 

“No church is immune to at- 
tacks from ruffians,” he writes. 
“No peace is assured even during

(Mueller Photo), 


CWV Head Given 
‘Run-Around’ By 
Tito’s Puppets 


‘Pope Tells Sorensen 


Bishop Hurley Is Doing 
Great Work In Yugoslavia 


New York, Sept. 1—(NC)—Max 
Sorensen, national commander of 
the Catholic War Veterans, did not 
have the opportunity to visit Arch- 
bishop Aloysius Stepinac of Zag- 
reb, now imprisoned by Tito, be- 
cause he got “the run around” from 
the Yugoslav embassy in Rome, he 
told newsmen on his return home. 
The CWV head has just returned 
from a few weeks’ trip to Europe 
during which he had an audience 
with His Holiness Pope Pius XII 
and visited his mother in Copen- 
hagen, Denmark. *He had also 
planned to pay a visit to Arch- 
bishop Stepinac in Yugoslavia. 

While the embassy did not re- 
fuse to issue him a passport, he 
stated, it did by stalling tactirs 
delay such issuance until he was 
ready to leave Italy. Mr. Soréehsen 
had applied to the Yugoslav con- 
sulate here for a visa before un- 
dertaking his trip and was ad- 
vised by the consulate that his 
visa would be ready by his arrival 
in Rome. 

Touching on his audience with 
the Holy Father, Mr. Sorensen 
said that the Pontiff, while express- 
ing deep concern over the state of 
Archbishop Stepinac, at the same 
time stated that Bishop Joseph P. 
Hurley of St. Augustine, Regent 
ad interim of the Papal Nunciature 
in Yugoslavia, is expertly protect- 
ing the best interests of the Arch- 
bishop. 

The CWV head was presented by 
newsmen with a text of the state- 
ment of the American ministers 
who had been the guests of Tito 
and declared that they found com- 
plete freedom of worship in Yugo- 
Slavia. After reading the state- 
ment, Mr. Sorensen declared: 
“These men profess to preach and 
teach the word of God while by 
their actions they help the cause 
of atheistic communism.” 

Mr. Sorensen also told newsmen 
that Bishop Theodore Suhr, O.S.B., 
Vicar Apostolic of Denmark, has 
been warned by ranking officials of 
the Danish Government that he 
has been too outspoken on commu- 
nism. The Bishop will arrive in 
the United States on September 7 
the CWV head added. naeaee 


Letters Exchanged By 
Pius XII, Truman Pledge 
Renewed Peace Efforts 


Pope Says Church, Undaunted In 
Conflict With Powers Of Evil, Is 


‘Continuing Its Work For World Order 


President Truman has pledged again his desire to work 
with His Holiness Pope Pius XII for an enduring peace, 


| which, he said “can be built only upon Christian principles.” 


The Sovereign Pontiff has responded that-“no one more 
than We will hope” for the achievement of the goal, and 
earnestly begged God’s assistance. He told the President 


that while the Church’s mission 


-|often brings her into conflict with 


“nowers of evil” and her leaders 
are exiled, imprisoned, or . “die 
under torture,” she is unafraid and 
“cannot compromise with an 
avowed enemy of God.” 


This is revealed with publication 
in Rome and Washington of an ex- 
change of letters between the 
President and the Holy Father 
through Myron Taylor, President 
Truman’s personal representative. 


“As the chosen leader of the 
people of the United States,” Pres- 
ident Truman wrote, “I am privi- 
leged to pledge full faith to you 
once more to work with Your 
Holiness and with egery agency 
for good the world over for an 
enduring peace. An_ enduring 
peace can be built only upon 
Christian principles. To such a 
consummation we dedicate all our 
resources, both spiritual and ma- 
terial, remembering that except 
the Lord build the house, they 
labor in vain who build it.” 


President Truman told Pope 
Pius that “in continuance of the 
exchange of views undertaken 
from time to time since their be- 
ginning, on December 23, 1939, for 
the purpose of facilitating para- 
llel endeavors for peace and the 
alleviation of human suffering, I 
am requesting Mr. Taylor to return 
to Rome and to resume audiences 
with Your Holiness at such times 
as may be found appropriate.” 
“These exchanges,” the Chief Ex- 
ecutive added, “have already con- 
tributed profoundly toward a 
sound and lasting peace and to 
the strengthening of the impelling 
convictions pursued by the peoples 
of the world in their quest for a 
moral world order firmly estab- 
lished in the life of nations.” 


The President expressed a desire 
to do “everything in my power to

Protestants Asked 
To Repudiate 
Tito’s Visitors 

Judge Swift Re-elected 


yrreme Knight Of K. C.; 
ier Officers Renamed 


Boston, Aug. 25.—The Knights 
of Columbus ha e called upon “our 
separated Christia: brethren” to 
repudiate the report of the Am- 
erican Protestant ministers who 
recently paid a visit to Yugosla- 
via as the guests of that govern- 
ment, and in a joint statem:nt as- 
serted there is complete freedom 
of worship and respect for relig- 
ious institutions and beliefs under 
the Tito regime. 


The resolution was adopted at 
the 65th annual meeting of the K. 
of C. supreme council here. 


Another resolution called upon 
President Truman and Congress to 
“defeat the purpos2” of the So- 
viets in their attempt “to impose 
on our free America the barbarous 
tyranny” they have inflicted on 
satellite countries. 


Terming the visit of the A.eri- 
can clergymen ‘a brief inspection 
tour” made on th. invitation of 
Marshal Tito, the Knights of Co- 
lumbus resolution said the report 
of this group is “different from the 
authoritative reports of seasoned 
and impartial observers” and 
“lacking in scientific documenta- 
tion.” It condemned “misrepresen- 
tations of the tragic situation of 
the people of Yugoslavia who are 
denied freedom of religion and 
whose spiritual leaders have been 
2, gilt imprisoned or execut- 
e leg 


The resolution appealed “to all 
Americans to demand that the 
people of Yugoslavia, regardless of 
ereed, be permitted to exercise 
their God-given basic human 
rights, and called upon “our sep- 
arated Christian brethren” to re- 
pudiate the report of the Ameri- 
ean Protestant ministers “who de- 
fend the character and motives of 
the Tito regime and _ thereby 
threaten the destruction of Chris- 
tian fellowship and good will, and 
aid in the spread of : ‘heistic com- 
munism.” 


Charging that the Soviet gov- 
ernment is undermining liberty 
everywhere on earth, another reso- 
lution declared that “the Soviet 
conspiracy has beachheads of cor- 
ruption and disloyalty among em- 
ployes of our government, among 
members of our labor unions, the 
ranks of American citizens engag- 
ed in the practice of the profes- 
sions and in the education of our 
children. Strongly cpposing any 
resumption of the policy of ap- 
peasement, the resolutions added: 

“It has besn the unvarying pol- 
icy of the Soviet government of 
Russia to sabotage in the councils 
of the United Nations measures 
designed in good faith to expedite 
and assure the recovery of the 
world from the most destructive 
war mankind has yet suffered. The 
Soviet government has constantly 
waged and now intensifi a ¢am- 
paign of lies and _ vilification 
against our own and all other zov- 
ernments that have attempted to 
live peacefuily in freedom from 
communistic. dictatorship.” 

In another resolution the 
Knights declared that school ser- 
vices intended by the State for the 
protection and general welfare of 
school children should be so dis- 
tributed that all children share 
equally in their benefits. They de- 
plored the introduction into this 
question of the issue of “separa- 
tion of Church and State,” for the 
purpose of reducing anc qualifying 
rights which American citizens en- 
joy under the Constitution. All 
citizens contribute to the support 
of these facilities by payment of 
taxes, the resolution said, and 
some parents, exercising the free- 
dom of conscience guaranteed by 
the Constitution, prefer that their 
children receive the ‘ducation pre- 
scribed by the State in non-public 
schools, which meet every scientific 
requirement of the State. 

Among other resolutions was one 
opposing “all forms of religious 
bigotry, racial antagonism and so- 
called class consciousness” and an- 
other to continue active support of 
the purposes of the Legion of De- 
cency.

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Protestant Clergyman’s Associate 
Resigns Because Of “Whitewash’ He 
And Seven Others Gave Tito Regime 


New York, Aug. 25.—(NC)—In protest against the

The Churchman magazine, and

In a four-page letter, -Irs. Paine 
told Dr. Shipler that “you and your 
colleagues undertook to whitewash 
Tito’s regime of all charges of re- 
ligious persecution.” She said 
that as an Episcopalian and a 
sponsor of the publication, she had 
been shocked to discover that The 
Churchman of late has been using 
its reputation as a religious pub- 
lization “to launch repeated at- 
tacks against the Catholic Church” 
and as “a somewhat personal me- 
dium for extreme left-wing sup- 
port.” 


The strongly-worded  repudia- 
tion of Dr. Shipler’s activities and 
views by one of his associates 
came as he was issuing another 
statement in which he termed 
Archbishop Aloysius Stepinac, im- 
prisoned Zagreb prelate, a “Quis- 
ling collaborator with Hitler” and 
charged that the facts surround- 
ing his case are the “last things

A motion introduced during the 
convention to relax the K. of C. 
statute declaring that anyone en-

Shipler’s latest 
statement was in reply to one 
made by Archbishop Richard J. 
Cushing of Boston, who denounced 
the assertions of the eight Protes- 
tant clergymen that Catholics in 
Yugoslavia enjoyed religious free- 
dom and that Archbichop Stepinac 
was not convicted because of his 
religion. 


Dr. Shipler said if his group’s 
honesty was under question, then: 
an organization of Catholics should 
send a group of Catholic and Pro- 
testant investigators over’ the 
same ground. He denied that his 
group were “hand picked” by the 
Yugoslav Government. 

The Churchman Associates is a 
group of Episcopalians whose 
names appear on the masthead of 
the magazine, which is an unoffi- 
cial publication of the Episcopal 
church. Mrs. Paine asserted that 
The Churchman Associates are 
never consulted about the policies 
of the magazine which they spon- 
sor. 

She declared that after a brief 
trip to Yugoslavia, Dr. Shipler and 
a carefully selected group of 
guests of Marshal Tito now are 
openly defending tl2 character 
and motives of the ‘Tito regime 
by denying that there is any inter- 
ference with freedom of worship. 

“For propaganda purposes,” 
Mrs. Paine continued, “Tito, like 
Hitler, prefers to arrest priests 
and: members of religious Orders 
on trumped-up political charges, 
where the defendants are held in- 
communicado and where all the 
techniques of totalitarian justice 
operate, such as mysteriously ex- 
tracted confessions, mass perjury 
of witnesses, restriction and inti- 
midation of defending lawyers.” 

Mrs. Paine told Dr. Shipler: “As 
a Christian minister you could 
have used your influence in Yugo- 
slavia by attempting to soften 
such practices which can only lead 
to World War III, instead of help- 
ing to defend policies which vio- 
late all the principles in which you‘ 
have professed to believe.” 

Mrs. Paine pointed out that Dr. 
Shipler’s party made no attempt to 
interview refugee Bishops of the 
Orthodox Church whod are now in 
this country.

Fulda Cathedral Repair 
Almost Done For Bishops’ 
Meet; Thanks To French 


Fulda, Germany, Aug. 25.— 
(Radio, NC)—The severely dam- 
aged roof of the Fulda Cathedral, 
where the German Hierarchy ended 
their annual meeting with solemn 
services, has been almost com- 
pletely restored—thanks to the 
French. 

The initiative in this good Will 
gesture was taken by the Rev. 
Jacques Pollet, O.P., of Stras- 
bourg, who has been attending the 
annual meetings of the German 
Hierarchy as an observer for the 
French Military Government. Last 
year Father Pollet noticed the 
damaged roof of the cathedral, 
which shelters the tomb of St. 
Boniface, Apostle of the Germans, 
and inquired what could be done. 

He was informed that the slates 
necessary to repair the roof could 
be obtained only from the French 
zone. Immediately he set to work

Vatican City, Sept. 1—(NC) — 
The American Protestant clergy- 
men who recently completed a 
“check” on the status of religious 
liberty in Yugoslavia made no ef- 
fort to visit Bishop Joseph P. Hur- 
ley of St. Augustine, Fla., the papal 
representative in Yuogslavia, de- 
spite the fact that they were at one 
time only an eighth of a mile from 
his residence, it has been ascer- 
tained authoritatively here. 


Bishop Hurley, who is acting as 
Regent ad interim of the Apostolic 
Nunciature in Yugoslavia and has 
been in that country since 1945, 
was in the town of Bled during the 
visit of the Protestant group. The 
ministers came to Bled to visit 
Marshal Tito. 


Another religious leader who was 
not consulted by the visitors, and 
whom no effort was made to see, 
according» to the same Vatican 
source, is the Serbian Orthodox 
Patriarch Gavril.

Street Preacher Visits Cherokees 


ID you ever hear of a person, 

living in this country for sixty 

years, who had never heard of the 
Catholic Church? 

“Incredible,” you say. “It 
couldn’t happen here.” 

But is has. 

We encountered that amazing 
phenomenon in the South where 
the Catholic from the North meets 
one surprise after another in re- 
gard to things Catholic. 

Surprisingly enough, we had that 
experience among a people whom 
we in the North have come to think 
of as largely Catholic, namely, the 
Indians of North America. 

Father Ambrose Rohrbacher, 
wed St. John’s Mission in 

aynesville, North Carolina, and 
the writer were visiting the Cher- 
okee Indian reservation which is 
within his parish. In the village 
of Cherokee, the shopping center 
of the tribe, we discovered the 
plight of an elderly Indian woman 
and her little granddaughter. 


We Volunteer 


The Indian, who was to meet 
them with his car to bring them 
to their home fourteen miles dis- 
tant in the mountains, had not ar- 
rived ... and apparently was not 
coming. Evening was approach- 
ing, and fearing that they would 
be left stranded for the night, we 
vounteered to drive them home. 

The ride took us through gorge- 
ous scenery of the Qually reserva- 
tion, consisting of 63,000 acres, a 
typical slice of the vast mountain 
domain once owned and occupied 
by the mighty Cherokees. Little 
Indian homes, perched on _ the 
mountain sides, looked down upon 
us and here and there Indians 
walking along the road greeted us. 

As we rode, the Indian lady re- 
called the ill-starred history of }.er 
tribe, which once roamed and ruled 
the entire Appalachian area from 
the Ohio down to Georgia and Ala- 
bama.

That glist- 
ening stone proved to be a gold 
nugget and soon word leaked out 
to the white traders. The encroach- 
ments of the whites then became 
a stampede. 


In 1838 General Winfield Scott 
came with 7000 soldiers to herd 
the Cherokees*to the territory in 
Oklahoma assigned them by the 
government. Thousands died dur- 
ing the long trek. A small rem- 
nant, however, hid in the moun- 
tains, stubbornly clinging to their 
beloved homeland. Hence the pre- 
sence today of the small band of 
4000 Indians on the 63,000 acre re- 
— in western North Caro- 
ina. 


While telling us the history of 
her people, the Indian lady would 
occasionally quote the Scriptures. 
She was a religious soul and be- 
moaned the habits of drinking 
which the white man had brought 
to quite a few of the men in her 
tribe. 

When we deposited her and her 
granddaughter at her log cabin 
home beside a mountain stream, 
we bade her “Good-night.” 

“Remember in your prayers,” I 
added, “these two Catholic priests 
who have gotten you safely home.” 

Sensing that she did not under- 
stand what Catholic priests are, 
Father Rohrbacher asked: 

"Do you know what priests 
are?”

and illegitimacy is commonly re- 
garded as something disgraceful. 

It should be noted, however, 
that the Catholic Church regards 
as legitimate not only the off- 
spring of a valid marriage but 
also one concieved or born of a 
putation marriage. A _ putative 
marriage is one which, though 
actually invalid, is sincerely be- 
lieved by at least one of the 
parties to be a valid marriage. 
Such would be the marriage of a 
Catholic and a Protestant before 
a non-Catholic clergyman, when 
the Protestant party fully believes 
the marriage to be genuine. 
Catholic Church would regard as 
legitimate the child of such a 
marriage just as truly as the 
child of a valid marriage. 

One who is illegitimate can 
subsequently be legitimated, either 
by an act of the Church’s author- 


ity, or by the subsequent marriage 


of his parents, provided they were 
actually free to marry at any time 
within the period from his concep- 
tion to his birth. (According, an 
adulterous child of a married wo- 
man is not legitimate if subse- 
quently her husband dies and she 
marries the child’s father). Fur- 
thermore, a boy is legitimated by 
taking solemn vows in a religious 
order. One who has been legiti- 
mated can become a priest, but 
he is excluded from certain dig- 
nities in the Church, such as the 
office of a bishop. 


Sometimes, too, a dispensation 
is granted to a boy who is illegi- 
timate and has not been legiti- 
mated, allowing him to become a 
priest. Such a dispensation may 
be granted by the Holy See in the 
ease of one whose illegitimacy is 
not publicly known. 

There is no general law of the 
Church forbidding an illegitimate 
person, whether man or woman, 
to become a religious. However,

“(2) The inalienable right of all

Indeed the State has a duty to 
foster this true worship, and to 
prevent any violation of this right 
of individuals or the danger of 
injury to the Church by the prop- 
agation of false religions.” 

To the modern mind accustomed 
to regard religion or no religion 
aS a personal matter, this doctrine 
might sound strange, but not to the 
Christian who believes that God 
Almighty did prescribe a definite 
religion “to be preached to every 
creature.” Surely no reflecting 
person would agree that a state 
has the “right” as against the de- 
mand of God “to propagate false 
religions.” The state equally with 
the individual is bound by the law 
of the Almighty. 

The correspondent quotes Jz-c- 
ques Maritain than whom there is 
probably no greater philosopher 
alive today. Maritain is a convert 
to the Catholic faith and only 
prejudice could disagree with him 


when he writes: “The Catholic re- r 


ligion alone is absolutely and strict. 
ly transcendental, supra-cultural, 
supra-racial and supra-national 
because it is supernatural.”, Is 
there, in fact, any other supra- 
national religion? Did not Prot- 
estantism in the several countries 
of the Reformation become a na- 
tional religion?

A great many of you have 


agreed with me that marriage is | 


a vocation just as truly as being 
called to the religious life or to 
the priesthood is a vocation. So 
it was that we were able to talk 
about “dates” and courtship as 
definitely connected with the idea 
of a vocation. But there is still 
another vocation that ought to 
get some consideration. 


Many of you will throw your | 


hands up at this and I suppose be- 
cause it is the vocation to a single 
life in the world. 


The refusal of many young peo- 


ple to look at this state of life | 
with anything but sheer horror is | 


the cause of more unhappiness 
than we might imagine. I know 
of many a case where a boy or 
girl got married, for instance, for 
no other reason than a fear of 
remaining single the rest of their 
lives. .These marriages today are 
either most unhappy and tragic 
or they are broken up and “on 
the rocks.” These individuals 
would have been far happier if 
they had remained single. They 
would not now be tied and bound 
to a hell on earth, going on from 
day to day in utter misery and 
hopelessness and on the brink of 
despair. Neither would they be 
ruining the lives of those around 
them with their daily desperate 
actions and constant bad example 
which anyone inevitably gives who 
is sick of his position in life and 
who lives only with the vipers of 
regret and frustration. But be- 
cause they either feared the sin- 
gle life or because they thought it 
r disgraceful existence and a blow 
to their pride, they “hooked” the 
nearest bait. 

Occasiqnally one meets foolish 
people, but one can hardly meet 
anyone more foolish than the youth 
who has the idea that he or she 
ean dodge the seemingly terrible 
prospect of a single life by grab- 
bing for marriage as a substitute. 

It is true that the single life re- 
quires a lot of character and a lot 
of God’s Grace. But so does any- 
thing else. The single life is hon- 
orable. It gives a person an op- 
portunity to follow other . more 
particular vocations and to give 
one’s whole time over to them, 
Those who think they would be 
unbearably lonesome in the single 
life will probably be lonesome ‘no 
matter what they do. More than 
that, those who think they are 
condemning themselves to a life 
of lonesomeness by taking the sin- 
gle life have sized it up all wrong.

‘Father Smith’ Now 
Instructs The Blind 


Your Excellency: 

A long time has elapsed since 
I have written and I have waited 
until I was in a position to give 
you definite information on the 
publication of your excellent work 
in Braille and in Talking Book 
form. 

The Braille edition was printed 
by the American Printing House 
for the Blind, Louisville, Ky., as 
our facilities at present are not 
adequate to undertake such a pro- 
ject. I trust Your Excellency will 
receive the complimentary set of 
four volumes in the near future. 

You will be interested in know- 
ing that Miss Anne Roffelsen 
yroof-read the entire work of six 
bt Sc Braille pages as our 
librarian, Miss Popko, checked her 
with the original printed copy. 
Miss Roffelsen’s parents live at 
2609 Broadway, Fort Wayne. She 
left that home to attend St. 
Dominic’s Academy, Jersey City, 
and last June, 1946, graduated 
from Marian College, Indianapolis. 
Miss Roffelsen has only light 
sight and from early childhood has 
managed to complete her education 
through the use of Braille, in 
which she is proficient. She now 
resides at the Catholic Center for 
the Blind, New York, and is en- 
gaged by us as a_ proof-reader. 

The Braille edition of Father 
Smith Instructs Jackson conforms 
exactly with the original text. The 
first three volumes comprise the 
matter itself and the fourth vol- 
ume is devoted to the tests. 

In reference to the Talking Book 
edition the entire material up to 
and including page 227 has been 
recorded in full. After consider- 
able thought and discussion with 
those who are experienced in the 
production of Talking Books it 
was decided to omit from the 
Talking Book edition Part Three 
of each of the tests. The blind 
would encounter. difficulty’ in 
attempting to listen carefully to 
the questions on the records and 


then endeavor to fill in, at the 
same time, the complete answers. 
It would also serve to confuse 
them, and we believe that they 
will acquire a general knowlege of 
the essentials from the questions 
contained in Parts One and Three 
of the tests. 


The recording of the tests and 
the text were made in the sound 
studios of the American Founda- 
tion for the Blind and were finally 
completed on June 9th. The re- 
cording is made on a wax surface 
spread over a glass disc which is 
then sent to the R.C.A. laborator- 
ies for processing into the master 
copper disc. From the master 
metal disc the final records or 
Talking Books are made. We have 
been informed from the tests made 
that several of our records do not 
have the proper tonal quality and 
it has been decided to retake them, 
starting tomorrow morning. The 
“retakes” should be completed this 
week but it will take another two 
months for the final processing 
and production of the records, as 
R.C.A. will process and produce 
the records at times which will 
not interfere with their regular 
scheduled work. I sincerely hope 
and pray that the records will be 
ready by the end of October. 

It may also interest you to know 
that a complimentary set of the 
Braille edition, and of the Talking 
Book, is offered to each of the 
twenty seven regional branches of 
the Library of Congress. In re- 
sponse to the two letters of last 
May and June, sent to each of the 
branches, we received favorable 
replies of acceptance from all with 
the following exceptions: Denver 
—will accept the Talking Book but 
do not think they would have any 
request for the Braille edition. 
Hawaii—no room for the books. 
Portland, Ore.——no room -for the 
books.; Kriegshaber Lib. for the 
Blind, Atlanta, Ga. , . no reply to 
either letter.

are ready, at the slightest 
to acknowledge that 
need. But the church we need will 
have more of Darte and Dosto- 
evsky in its message and less of 
Alfred Lord Tennyson and Eddie 
Guest; more of the Last Judg- 
mient and less of the Golden Rule. 
It will not only have a Living 
God, but a Live Devil. Its Heaven 
will have a Hell for its alter- 
native. Its objective—so far as 
I’m concerned—will not be my 
cultivation, but my rebirth. I 
might fail that kind of church. 
But that kind of church could not 
fail me.” 


Stanley High also offered this 
very interesting advice to the 
preachers assembled: 

“IT could speak ... about how 
I’ve failed the church. I could talk 
about how laymen, generally, fail 
the church. That’s a popular sub- 
ject—it’s an easy one. Instead, 
I’m going to talk about how the 
church has failed me. ... And the 
way it is failing me is, I think, a 
key to the way it is failing and 
due to continue to fail society. 

“I don’t make any apology for 
putting the failure of the church 
on this personal level . . . I think 
that the first business of the 
church is to redeem me. And I 
don’t mean to redeem me in the 
merely social sense which con- 
vinces me that the Golden Rule 
ought to be my Confession of 
Faith. By redeeming me, I mean 
personal redemption—the process 
by which I’m spiritually shaken 
apart and spiritualiy put together 
again, and from which I—the per- 
sonal I—emerge a totally differ- 
ent person... .” 

A Kick In The Pants 

“The first reason for this fail-

SPORTSCASTING

The Billiken Billboard, published by the athletic department of 
St. Louis University, is one of the newsiest sheets of its kind to reach 
this department. As a matter of fact, it outdoes just about anything 
in its line I have yet encountered. It is full of interesing items about 
the St. Louis athletic teams, particularly football at this time, and is a 
mine of informaion. It is written and edited by Warne Boecklen, who 
has a note in it that any comments should be addressed to him at 
$672 West Pine Boulevard, St. Louis 5, Mo. 


Well, I won’t write to Mr. Boecklen personally, but will use this 
means to offer a suggestion. I hope he sees that copies of The Billiken 
Billboard fail into the hands of the sports publicity directors of all 
Catholic colleges in the country, and that they get the urge to dupli- 
cate the excellent work he is doing with his Billboard. If only half of 
them would follow suit, and keep their school’s followers and the news- 
papers as well informed as the Billboard does, then this space wouldn't 
be large enough each week to carry all the interesting material from 
Catholic schools throughout the country that would be available. 


Jolt Into The Past... 


Here is a fine example of the material written and printed by 
Editor Boeckles: : 


“No matter who scores the first touchdown when St. Louis 
meets Marquette at Walsh stadium on October 3, that point-getting 
effort is bound to jolt the memories of the rival coaches. It'll be a 
25-year jolt into the past—to a game which was all-important in 
the lives of both Billiken Coach Dukes Duford and Marquette 
Coach Frank Murray. 


“This coming Billiken-Marquette game won't be just another 
Pupil versus Master battle under the stadium floodlights. For, 
although Duford learned his footballl under the bespectacled Mar- 
quette starmaker, the Billiken coach also gave Master Murray his 
first collegiate coaching thrill. 


“It was 25 years ago—September 30, 1922, to be exact—that 
Murray made his debut as Marquette’s head coach. Manpower 
losses from the 1921 squad had been heavy, and not too much was 
expected from Frank Murray in his first college assignment. 


“Campion College furnished the opposition that day and Mar- 
quette’s Golden Avalanche, after huffing and puffing for 10 min- 
tes, finally put across !ts first touchdown. The Avalanche added 
plenty more after the first, winning 52-0, but that was beside the 
point. The first one was the big one. 


“The first one came hard, too. Four times in that opening 
quarter the Avalanche surged against the Campion forward wall 
from the one-yard line. Finally, on the last down attempt, a young 
fullback named Dukes Duford crashed over for the initial score. 
‘Crashed’ may not be the exact word, for Duford weighed but 165 
pounds—a figure he never topped as he led Marquette’s teams to 
undefeated seasons in 1922 and 1923. 


“As with most coaches who have just experienced a season in 
which the defeats overbalanced the victories, Murray would rather 
recall those triumph-laden years, those golden years of 1922-23. 


Saith- Coach Murray... 


“I'll never forget,’ he said recently when discussing Duford’s 
performances, ‘the time that little guy, 165 pounds, cut Boston 
College’s line to shreds in a game in Braves Field in 1923. We 
made 13 first downs in the first half, but couldn’t score. But Dukes 
just kept powering through Major Cavanaugh’s bruisers. It was 
nothing less than justice that we finally did win, 7-6. 


“‘But probably the feat that will last longer in the record 
books concerns Duford’s basketball playing rather than his football 
ability. We were playing Wisconsin on January 3, 1923—and were 

head at the half by the staggering score of 6 to 4. Somehow the 
lees got a couple of baskets and grabbed an 8-7 lead, holding 
that advantage for more than eight minutes. But then, with seconds 
to go, Dukes followed up a long shot and pushed through the clinch- 
{nz markers as we won 9 to 8. A fellow who played like that is 
bound to turn out teams that played the same way.’ 


“The current Blue and White team will agree—wholeheartedly. 
bad the Billikens will have a score of their own to settle with the 
urray eleven which hung a 26-0 defeat on them last year in 
Milwaukee. But from all indications, the Bills will be in for a busy 
evening. Marquette will have twenty-seven lettermen back from 
the 1946 squad, including eleven backfield men and sixteen linemen 
who have already earned their monograms on the Hilltop. From 
the material that was on hand for spring drills, the Avalanche can 
put an all-vyeteran team on the field—and improvement, born of 
experience, is the Murray forecast for Marquette this season. 
Murray’s all-time record at Marquette now stands at 94 victories, 
38 defeats and six ties.” 


Predictions Snafu ... 


I hope all of you by now have forgotten my major league baseball 
predictions of last spring. As I recall the embarrassing details now, 
]l foresaw the Boston Red Sox winning the pennant again, after a 
battle right down to the wire with the Detroit Tigers, with the New 
York Yankees maybe finishing in the first division. 

I also wrote to the general effect that the Philadelphia Athletics 
were so pitiful that the veteran Connie Mack should step down as 
manager of he team and turn its direction over to a younger man who 
was in step with the times.

Boston and Detroit are battling 
for first division berths, 12-15 games off the pace. The Athletics for

which has continued to endure, has 
ever been attacked. A thousand 
times she appeared as though on 
the verge of being completely de- 
stroyed; and each time God raised 
her up by some extraordinary act 
of His power.” 

The Church stands out today 
as the custodian of moral and 
religious principles as she did in 
Pascal’s time—enunciating with 
the same clarity and courage the 
fundamentals of the labor ques- 
tion as she did in the Middle Ages 
on the just wage and just price. 

With equal service to the truth 
did the Church caution against the 
extreme individualism which mark- 
ed the opening of the present 
epoch. Long before that super- 
individualistic view had brought 
about the exploitation and starva- 
tion of the people, the Church set 
her face against it. Because it 
was false; because it denied the 
dignity of man as an image of 
God under the guise of declaring 
that man had emancipated himself 
from God, stating ironically that 
the fittest. would survive through 
the molding of their own religion 
and their own morality. 


Pope’s Encyclical A 
Challenge to World 


This extreme individualism and 
its sorry fruits met condemnation 
in the noted encyclical of Pope Leo 
XIII on the Condition of the Work- 
ers, Rerum Novarum. It is well 
known that this encyclical was is- 
sued almost sixty years ago, in the 
year 1891. What is not too well 
recognized is the challenge that 
this Papal declaration presented 
to the conditions of its time. Nei- 
ther is there enough understanding 
of the impact it had on the events 
which followed. In so far as its 
counsels were enacted into life, 
we will note improvement and bet- 
ter conditions among the people. 
In so far as its advice was ignor- 
ed, particularly in regard to so- 
cial reconstruction on the basis of 
the unity of society and the work- 
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we 


ing together under moral prin- 
ciples of the different groups in 
the industrial structure, to that 
extent mankind has continued to 
pile up trial and travail for itself. 


There is a message for the pre- 
sent hour in the \ » ‘s of the gre: t 
Pope Leo. Will we ever permit 
the conditions of his time, which 
earned his indictment, to be re- 
vived? There are some forces, 
through shortsighted or selfish 
puxpeses, which harbor some suci 

opes or aims. They would under- 
mine the right of association for 
the workingman, to the point 
where the longer hours and low- 
ered wages—below human decency 
—which were widespread in 1891, 
will be restored. The Church has 
solemnly warned of the folly, trag- 
edy and immorality of such am- 
bitions. Through the voice of Pope 
Pius XI in Quadragesimo Anno— 
forty years afte Leo’s pronounce- 
ment—and even right down to the 
expression of this July 16 by H’. 
Holiness Pius XII, the Church as- 
serts “the inalienable rights of the 
workingman, which derive not from 
any civil society but for his rights 
as a human. ersonality.” 


The Church opposes with equal 
vigor the abuses of extreme in- 
dividualism such as produced op- 
pression in Leo’s day and the 
crimes of totalitarianism—of ex- 
treme collectivism—‘“which would 
reduce the workingman to the 
state of complete subjection to the 
bureaucratic clique holding politi- 
cal power.” 


Moral Principles Bear 
On Economic Life 


When Pope Leo spoke in the 
past or Pope Pius speaks today, 
it is not because they believe. it 
to be the Chrrch’s direct and pri- 
mary purpose to regulate economic 
life. But economic and social goals 
and purposes cannot be set off 
from moral considerations and the 
principles of morality which bear 
on social and economic factors com- 
pel the Church to tell the world 
these truths which have been too 
long forgotten or observed only in 
half-understandings. 


What were the tragic conditions 
and consequences to which ex- 
treme individualism had brought 
mankind ? 

Extreme individualism had re- 
jected the natural dignity of man, 
as taught so eloquently by the 
Church. It had turned its back 
on the idea of a united society, in 
which the various groups would 
work together cooperatively and 
deal together in an organized fas- 
hion, as the Church recommended. 
In a word, it had exposed the 


| worker (unprotected by organiza- 


tion or social legislation) to the 
merciless exploitation of a specul- 


| ative economy. From that view- 
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point the worker had become mere- 
ly an instrument for making 
money for those who es gl his 
labor. Hours beyond human 
strength, women and child labor 
injurious to human health and to 
the family, wages below a decent 
minimum of livelihood were too 
prominent as features of that 
period and philosophy. 

“It is neither justice nor hu- 
manity,” emphasized Pope Leo, “so 
to grind men down with excessive 
labor as to stupefy their minds 
and wear out their bodies.” 

“Religion teaches the rich man 
and the emplo:er that their work- 
people are not slaves; that they 
must respect in every man his dig- 
nity as a man and a Christian.” 

From such considerations, cer- 
tain recommendations stem. From 
these considerations there arises 
the right of association, for all 
classes in society but specifically 
and above all for the workers, who 
are weak as individuals an“ have 
no real strength as such. From 
these considerations comes the 
need for social legislation—regu- 
lating the labor of women and 
children, the hours of work, and 
establishing in certain instances 
the minimum wage by law. 

Such constitute a brief catalo- 
gue of the reforms advocated by 
Pope Leo. 


Most of Pope Leo’s 
Reforms Accepted 


Most of them have now become 
accepted and are part of the his- 
tory and experiences of mankind. 
Most of them are acknowledged 
as having been beneficial—and es- 
sential to the well-being of the 
people, even by many who former- 
ly opposed such measures. 

Studies are being made today— 
and they should be heartily wel- 
comed—of the effect of the Rerum 
Novarum on American life. The 
full measure of what took place in 
this respect could never be better 
estimated, for much of what oc- 
curred in obscure little towns or 
sections of cities will mever be 
unearthed. Some Catholic work- 
er heard the words of the great 
pontiff in a parish lecture hall, or 
read them in some local Catholic 
publication and was made bolder 
in urging the formation of labor 
unions. Or an employer whose con- 
science was touched by the papal 
declarations, more willingly agreed 
to collective bargaining. 

So deeply did the words of 
Rerum Novarum penetrate the 
consciousness of Catholics that now 
there are many Catholic labor 
leaders in our country. The Cath- 
olic worker, in instance after in- 
stance, became the center of organ- 
izing activities because he felt 
deeply the justice 1 bis cause. He 
understood that he was enacting 
the drama of social justice in ad- 
vancing the workingman’s natural 
right to association. 

The thoughts expressed by Pope 
Leo penetrated, too, beyond the 
ranks of Catholics and beyond the 
- alm of | bor. A number of em- 
ployers were affected, directly or 
indirectly, by the plea for the re- 
establishment of th> dignity of the 
human personality. Only recent- 
ly we note one of these men, who 
was vitally affected by Pope Leo’s 
words, Brigadier General Robert 
Wood Johnson, speaking publicly 
of “dignity in employment.” Of 
the wage-earner he says: “As a 
man, his dignity ‘must be establish- 
ed.” And one road to such re-estab- 
lishment of dignity, in General 
Johnson’s opinion, is through the 
creation of honest and well-con- 
ducted labor organizations. It is 
‘in that spirit that this concern 
‘deals with the Textile Workers 
Onion of America, openly express- 
ing corporation approval of col- 
lective bargaining. 

American Labor Unions 
Owe Much to Church 


_ American labor—and the Amer- 
ican commonwealth as a whole— 
|owes much to the influence of Pope 
|Leo’s encyclical.

There vere those, with equally 
bitter and sweeping claims, who 
asserted that this _ legislation 
should be only the beginning of a 
general upheaval in the _ social 
scene. Wily agitators, as the Pope 
declared in the very beginning of 
his encyclical, would take up some 
of the proposals made by His Holli- 
ness, and distort them in order to 
wreek the whole social structure. 


Restraint Urged 
In Present Crisis 


Those battle cries in themselves 
have long ago passed. away. .They 
have proved to be caricatures of 
the measures as put forward by 
the Pope -nd other men and wo- 
men of good will. 


The fact that we can record this 
now is itself an admonition to us 
all that we exercise restraint in 
our present crisis, that we speak 
constructively and without rancor 
—that we base our contentions on 
this friendship between the classes 
in industrial society for which Pope 
Leo pleaded. 


Most unfortunately, some of 
Pope Leo’s proposals were not 
adopted—and these center around 
the most profound and basic con- 
sideration of all: the reconstruc- 
tion of society on morally healthy 
grounds. 


A Christian renewal of society 
is urgently required, unless so- 
ciety and social bonds are to per- 
ish. 


The central idea of this rever- 
sal has to do with the unity of 
society—the understanding that 
moral renovation and social recon- 
struction march hand in hand; that 
management and labor have an 
obligation to function through 
their own self-organizations in 
organic cooperation with each oth- 
er. Because that view has not 
been adopted in general clash and 
class conflict still tend to tear our 
society asunder and prepare the 
way for future calamities. 

Because that view has not been 
followed in particular (and im- 
mediately) we have on our hands 
some unions led by those who are 
fifth columnists for a foreign pow- 
er alming at our destruction, al- 
though 90 percent of the mem- 
bership of those unions are not 
thus subversive. We have other 
unions led by racketeers. And in 
the camp of ‘management, we see 
hope for progress thwarted by the 
presence in part of monoply and 
by some who hold that things 
should be thrown back to the evil 
days before Pope Leo spoke. 

Can we, overcoming these imme- 
diate abuses, turn to the general 
reconstruction of our society? God

This second edition of “Intro- 
ductory Sociology,” a book of 
some one thousand pages, by Fa- 
ther Murray, Professor of Soci- 
ology at the University of Notre

“Whom can we send now to con- 
fer the Sacrament?” the Bishop 
asked. He declared that he had 
requested faculties of the Holy 
Father so that he might send the 
now hospitalized Msgr. Jakob Uk- 
mar to Lanischie in his place, 
since he had been accused by the 
Slav press of the region of po- 
litical activities that rendered him 
unworthy to confirm Yugoslav 
children. Bishop Santin was the 
victim of a mob attack two 
months ago when he ventured into 
the Yugoslav-controlled part of 
his diocese. 


The Bishop explained that the 
Miro Bulesich 
was only 25, the vice-rector of the 
Pisino Seminary, son of a Croat 
peasant and an ardent Yugoslav 
patriot. Monsignor Ukmar had 
signed the petition to the Paris 
Conference appealing for the ab- 
sorption of Istria into Yugoslavia, 
the Bishop stated further, in 
emphasizing that the violence of 
Lanischie could only be explained 
on antireligious grounds. 


In the past few days, Bishop 
Santin revealed, Archbishop Carlo 
Margotti of Gorizia was the target 
for stone throwers in several vil- 
lages of his archdiocese where he 
had gone to confer Confirmation. 
Gorizia is in the northern half of 
Venezia Giulia. 


Another victim of the flareup of 
antireligious violence along the 
Italian-Yugoslav border was a Fa- 
ther Kristian of the parish of 
Golazzo in the Trieste diocese, 
whose mutilated body was found 
in a woods after he had been 
missing for about a week. The 
priest was believed to have been 
killed while returning from cate- 
chism instructions in an outlying 
village of his parish.
